The size of those 
lorries will be better appreciated if you 
tnow that it is not uncommon to find 
seventy-live and sometimes even as many 
as one hundred berries in a quart box, 
ill perfectly formed aud solid, but of 
course they are small. That is one of 
the beauties of the Virginia Seedless, 
while large it dilfers from not a few 
mammoths in that with its Apparently 
rank growth it does not lose any of 
the delicate flavor so much considered 
by the lovers of line fruit. 


From a berry grower's standpoint the 


present season has been all but a fail- 
ure. 
Provost says that last year he 


marketed over f!00 cases and that this 
year he will not have all told 250 oases. 


While the yield was small the berries 


were fully developed and what few there 
were on the vines were of a good qual- 
ity. The weather this spring was good 
for berries, hut the damage was done 
by the drouth last fall and nil r-f Ihe 
seasonable rains this spring could not 
overcome that damage.

Kinzie street. A crowd of toughs nnd 
strike sympathizers set upon tho driver, 
overturned the wagon and stole the meat. 


Upon the arrival of a wagon load 


of policemen the crowd scattered. 


Intense feeling prevails all over the 


city. The city hall resembles an army 
barracks 
with hundreds of policemen 


waiting for repetitions of yesterday's 
rioting. 


At the stock yards attempts are being 


made to relieve the semi-meat famine 
that is oppressing hotels and eating 
houses. Early in the morning a caravan 
of six wagons started under an escort of 
fifteen policemen toward the downtown 
ilistrict te> supply the »torp« with meat. 


Have Hopes

Chicago, June 4—A pitched battle oc- 


curred between a crowd of fifty negroes 
imported from St. Louis to take the 
places of striking yard teamsters, and 
toughs and strikers at Forty-fifth street 
and Center avenue early today, in which 
six negroes were b&dly injured, two pos- 
sibly mortally. 


The substitutes were driving wagons 


when assaulted. 
Many of their assail- 


ants were armed with ice pike poles 
they had seized from ice wagons and 
in the fight the negroes wore badly lac- 
orated by these weapons, 


OUR of the most sprious riots of thi» 


day broke-out in State strepf. 
By a 


manenvre the strikers succeeded in di- 
viding the thirty-eight wngon carava.i, 
the second one to leave the yards to 
day, 
so the front of it lay at Congress 


street on State, and the rear at Harris- 
on.

bottles, 


stale eggs, and other missilps the rear 
guard was called upon to defend itself 
against a more serious attack.
